By Warning Given Workers Em­ 
ployed at Powers' Hew 
Building Site. 


THE LOSS Will BE VERT HEAVY 


With a mighty crash which sounded 
for several squares and which threw 
up clouds of dust which gave the ap­ 
pearance of a large explosion, almost 
one-half of the Adams building occi 
pied by the Moore F urniture com­ 
pany fell at IU o’clock do.my into the 
cellar being excavated for lite new 
building of the P otters’ building and 
Savings 
company, 
running 
front 
Broadway to Washington street and 
facing Diamond street on the north. 
Th<* miracle of the catastrophe is 
t Intt although a large num ber of work­ 
men were engaged at their work of 
excavating and two m em bers of* the 
Moore company were in the store 
building, not a single person was in 
jured. 
T he warning of tile threaten­ 
ing collapse of the building was given 
some two minutes prior to the time 
it fell, and this gave time for the 
workmen and the two team s of Con 
tractor John Rinehart to be removed 
lo places of safety. 
The Adams building, occupied by 
bu' Moore company, is almost a total 
loss. 
Although only altoul half of tho 
western end of the bul’ding fell, the 
other part of the building is strained 
to a considerable exte it, 
but Con­ 
tra* ten- Nease states that after the de­ 
bris is cleared away thor* is a large 
l>orti*m of the building that can be 
saved. 


Since the beginning of the work of 
excavating for the foundation of th*' 
new’ five story building for the Pot­ 
ters’ Building and Savings company, 
considerable speculation has been rip* 
as to w hether or not the foundations 
of th** Adams building w ere sufficient 
to hold It when the excavation went 
Indow the bas** of its foundation. Con­ 
tractor Claude Nease, in an Interview 
shortly after the collapse of the build­ 
ing. 
which 
occurred at 10:20 this 
morning, stated that he had consulted 
a number of the older builders of th** 
city, experts in their line, and they 
had all agreed th at it, wan not nee* 
sary to underpin the walls of the 
Adams building.

“ We af first considered lh** advis 
ability of underpinning the walls" said 
Mr. Neuse, “but later came to th** con­ 
clusion that it was not necessary. We 
considered that if we placed the con­ 
crete in in sections along the line of 
the \d am a building, this would have 
been all right but for the fact that 
tho excavators struck n soft vein at 
the southwest corner of the building, 
which, giving way, caused tile western 
end of th** building to collapse. 
We 
had no Intention of underpinning the 
walls as they were considered in g*»od 
shape. 
I will immediately start th 
work of clearing the cellar of the 
debris aud work of the construction 
of th** building will proceed at one*

Moore furniture company is 
composed of John W. Moore, George 
Moore ami C. E. Swan, the two for­ 
m er m em bers of the company being 
in the building at tho time of the ac­ 
cident. 
J. W. Moore states that lr* 
heard he walls cracking and ran to 
tile Washington street entrance of 
the building and called to the work­ 
men to get out of the way. 
He then 
went. back through the store room 
and notified George Moore, who wa 
in th e cellar, to leave the building 
Both th e men left by the Broadway 
entrance not a minute before 
th 
crash came. 
Th** demolished building was bui! 
by John and S. J. Faulk in 1880. 
It 
was a two story brick, about 85 by OO 
feet long, being longer on the soul 
than the north side. 
It was used by 
the Faulk Bros, us a grocery stor* 
Th*> building was later purchased by 
H arry Adams and was used for years 
as a hardw are store. 
Tho buildin 
wan later purchased by H arry Adam.- 
and was used for years as a hardware 
store. 
It is now owned by Mrs. Dr 
Joseph Cartwright, Miss Bessie and 
Edward Adams, the children of Harry 
Adams. 
The building is estimated as 
being worth about $4,000. 
The Moor* 
Furniture company has occupied th* 
building less than a yea;*. 
The pait 
tiers elaim to carry a stock worth in 
th** neighborhood of $12.<*00, and (hey 
are as yet unable to estim ate their 
loss. 
Mr. Moore states ihat the most 
valuable portion of the stock was in 
tli*> secion of the building which fell 
in.

be regretted by business men and cit!

There is encouragement 
in the announcement that tho work on 
th** construction of til** new building 
w ill bo continued at once, as th** build­ 
ing is to be on** of the finest if not 
the finest in tin* city. 
Tho plans for 
the building have been drawn 
by 
Owsley & Bourcherle, th** well known 
architects of Youngstown. 
Im m ediate steps will be taken to 
satisfy th** damage claims which will 
arise through the accident, and as a 
result of the conference held Imme­ 
diately after it occurred, it is thought 
al! will be adjusted amicably.

T he warning of tne t h re a te n ­ 


in g collapse of the building was given 
some two minutes prior to the time 
it fell, and this gave tim e for the 
workmen and the two teams of Con 
traitor John R in eh art to be removed 
to places of s a fe ty . 
The Adams building, occupied 
by 
the Moore company, is almost a total 
loss. 
Although only about half of the 
western end of the building fell. the 
other part of the building is strained 
to a considerable oxtc it, 
but Con­ 
tractor Nease states that after the de­ 
bris is cleared aw ay then 
is a large 
portion of tho building that can be 
saved. 


Since the beginning of the work of 
excavating for the foundation of the 
new five story building for the Pot­ 
ters’ Building and Savings company, 
considerable speculation has been rife 
as to whether or not the foundations 
of the Adams building w ere sufficient 
to hold it when the excavation went 
below the base of its foundation. Con­ 
tractor Claude Nease, in an interview 
shortly after the collapse of the build­ 
ing, 
which 
occurred at 10:20 this 
morning, stated that he had consulted 
a number of the older builders of th0 
city, experts in their line, and they 
had all agreed that it was not neces­ 
sary 
to underpin the w alls of the 
Adams building.

"W e at first considered the advis­ 
ability of underpinning the w alls" said 
Mr. Nease, “ but later came to tile con­ 
clusion that it was not necessary. W e 
considered that if we placed the con­ 
crete in in sections along the line of 
the Adams building, this would have 
been all right hut for the fact that 
the excavators struck a soft vein at 
the southwest corner of the building, 
w hich, giving way, caused the western 
end of the building to collapse. 
W e 
had no intention of underpinning the 
walls as they were considered in good 
shape. 
I w ill im m ediately start tho 
work of clearing the cellar of the 
debris and work of the construction 
of tin' building w ill proceed at once.’

OBITUARY 


Commodore W. J. Koontz. 
Commodore William J. Koontz, ii 
famous rlverman, one of the oldest 
and best known financiers In Alle­ 
gheny county, died yesterday after 
noon at his home. 900 Arch street, 
Allegheny. 
Mr. Kountz’ death was 
due to heart trouble. 
An extended 
sketch of his career was given in the 
News Review of April IS, which needs 
to be corrected only by stating that 
he was born near Wellsville in 1817. 
and not iii 1819, as was then reported 
He was a self-made man in every 
sense of the word and despite reverses 
made a fortune. 
Beginning life as a 
cabin boy at the ag** of IO, he rapidly 
rose to prominence first as a keel 
boatman, and later as a steamboat 
owner and the manager of an im­ 
portant line of river 
boats 
which 
played an Important part in history 
during the civil war. ills father. John 
Koontz, was a pioneer potter of Co 
lumbiana county, but his son early 
turned his attention to rh or life. He 
never attended school, and scarcely 
knew th** alphabet when lie became 
a boatman. 
At the age of 15 years Mr. Kountz 
was made captain of a large keel 
boat running from Pittsburg to the 
lower waters of the Ohio. 
This was 
many years before the steamboat was 
introduced on the western rivers. The 
boat of which Mr. Kountz had charge 
was propelled by means of a lade 
down the river, and it was operated 
by sails on th** return trip. 
Many 
y e a r s before the outbreak of the civil 
war Mr. 
Kountz 
established 
the 
Kountz line. 
This was the largest 
line of freight steamers that entered 
the St Louis harbor. Dozens of boats 
were operated by tho company ami 
while Mr. Kountz w a s at the head of 
tho concern, it is said that he pl acc J 
more steamboats on the western riv­ 
ers than any man in the United States. 
In war times he was appointed a 
quartermaster by Gen. George B. Mc­ 
Clellan. Shortly after his appointment 
he took a large fleet of boats latten 
with soldiers from Pittsburg to Cairo. 
It was on that trip that Mr. Kountz 
obtained the title* of Commodore, and 
by that title he was known to river 
men and sailors all m er the United 
States

The State Law on the Subject Very 
Plain'In Its Pro­ 
visions. 


BOATMEN MUST MOVE OK 


Unless They Are Disposed to Comply 
W ith the Provisions of the Statute. 
Fee Not Large and Money Goes to 
the County.

The shanty boats moored under the 


river bank from the eastern to 
the 


w estern limits of the city must go 
unless the owners of 
them 
comply 


w ith the state law, as it provides for 
any craft attached to the Ohio side of 


the river. 
The law is very stringent 


and a movement will be started to 
have it enforced. 
Hardly a day passes that there is 
not a complaint of some kind regis­ 
tered against tho inhabitants of 
the 
shanty town districts. 
Chief Wyman 
stated yesterday th at he has th reat­ 
ened to move the 
boats time 
and 
again, but that the owners 
of 
the 
boats invariably tell him that he has 
no jurisdiction; th a t they are protect 
ed by the marine law and that no local 
official can govern 
them. 
It is de­ 
plored by th e citizens in general th at 
th e city should be so marred by 
the 
long list of boats on its frontage and 
will sanction any act toward compell­ 
ing the residents of the beach to live 
up to' tho law. 
T he law is very dis­ 
tinct and reads as follows: 
“ It shall be unlawful for any person 
or persons to live in or occupy any 
boat or water craft as a place of resi­ 
dence or abode, or for the purpose of 
engaging in any business, trade 
or 
traffic on any of the navigable w aters 
or th e tributaries within the jurisdic­ 
tion of the state until there has been 
granted to such person or persons by 
th o probate judge of the county 
in 
which such boat or w ater craft shall 
lie or ply, a license 
to 
live 
in 
or 
occ such boat or w ater craft as a 
place of residence or abode and 
to 
engage in the business, trade or traffic 
therein specified. 
“The applicant for a license shall 
before such license be granted fur­ 
nish satisfactory proof of good char­ 
acter and file in tho probate court a 
statem ent subscribed and sworn to by 
said applicant, setting forth his or her 
legal residence, the name of the boat 
o r w ater craft on which he or she re­ 
sides or intends to reside, the name 
and age of each m em ber of the fam ­ 
ily. 
“ It is herein further provided that 
the nam e of tho boat shall be painted 
on both sides of th e boat in letters 
not less than 12 inehes in height and 
th a t the words, ‘Licensed in ------- 
county, Ohio,’ be painted on both sides 
of the said boat in letters not less than 
six inches in height.” 
After compliance with section No. 
of this act and upon the payment of 
a license fee of $10 and the probate 
judge’s fee of $2 tho applicant shall 
lie granted a license for one year. 
The money shall go into the county 
treasury and it shall be credited to 
the school fund.

“The applicant for a license shall 
before such license be granted fur 
irish satisfactory proof of good char 
actor and file in tho probate court a 
statem ent subscribed and sworn to by 
said applicant, setting forth his or bf 
legal residence, the name of the boat 
or w ater craft on which he or she re 
sides or intends to reside, the name 
and age of each member of the fain 
ily. 
“It is herein further provided that 
the nam e of tho boat shall be paintei 
on both sides of the boat in letters 
not less than 12 inches in height and 
th at th e words, ‘Licensed i n ------- 
county, Ohio,’ be painted on both sides 
of the said boat in lette’rs not less than 
six inches in height.” 
A fter compliance with section No. 2 
of this act and upon the paym ent of 
a license fee of $10 and the probate 
judge’s fee of $2 the applicant shall 
be granted a license for one year. 
The money shall go into the county 
treasury and it shall be credited to 
the school fund.

H. Moyer of the W estern Federation 
of Miners, who arrived in Denver in 
custody of state troops after several 
weeks’ 
incarceration 
at 
Telluride, 
where martial law is In force in con­ 
sequence of labor troubles, was taken 
before the state supreme court under 
the writ of habeas corpus which had 
been issued In his case. 
At the Ox­ 
ford hotel he entered a hack with 
General Sherman M. Bell and Captain 
Bulkley Welles, the respondents to 
the writ, and the vehicle was driven 
rapidly to the state house, followed by 
32 armed soldiers, who guarded the 
entrance to the court room while the 
habeas corpus proceedings were In 
progress. 
Attorney General Miller and Atto-- 
ney Waldon appeared in court for th** 
governor and military authorities, and 
Attorney Richardson in behalf of Mr. 
Moyer. 
Chief Justice Gabbert and 
Justice Steele were on the bench, Jus­ 
tice Campbell being absent. 
Military Necessity Urged. 
The return to the writ presented by 
Attorney General Miller set forth tin t 
the petitioner, Moyer, is lawfully re­ 
strained of his liberty under and pur­ 
suant to the express command of the 
governor and commander-in-chief of 
the military force of the state of Colo­ 
rado as a military necessity, in th'1 
course of the suppression of an exist­ 
ing state of insurrection Zn the coomy 
of San Miguel. 
General Bell’s answer, In which ho 
represented that, all acts of the other 
respondent. Captain Welles, were per­ 
formed under command of his superior 
officer (Bell); declared that Moyer 
was an active participant in foment­ 
ing and keeping alive the insurrection 
and rebellion in San Miguel county, 
and that it was necessary ta restrain 
him for some time to come. 
Bell 
further represented that he had been 
ordered by the governor not to re­ 
lease Moyer, either upon writ of ha­ 
beas corpus or otherwise until so com­ 
manded by the governor. 
Tile court heard arguments on a 
motion of the petitioner to be admit­ 
ted to bail pending a decision on the 
question of the court’s jurisdiction 
and took the m atter under advise­ 
ment. 
Mr. Moyer was then removed 
to the hotel in custody of the military. 
Miners’ Official Bayoneted. 
When the train bearing Moyer ar­ 
rived a general fight followed. 
There* 
were a number of persons At the depot 
to meet the party, among them Secrc 
tary Haywood of the W estern Federa 
tlon of Miners. Haywood walked int 
the train and shook hands with Moyer 
Captain Bulkley Welles 
Immediately 
made a move toward Haywood 
strike him. Haywood knocked Welle 
down, when 
two soldiers attacked 
Haywood, knocking him under a ca 
seat. 
Haywood was then arrested and 
with Moyer taken to tho Oxford ho 
tel. 
There 
the trouble 
broke 
out 
afresh when Haywood knocked two 
soldiers down. 
The other troopers 
making up tho guard mixed in the 
fight and Haywood was bayoneted 
and clubbed With muskets until he 
was insensible. A riot call was turned 
in, but when the polico arrived tho 
soldiers refused to surrender Hay 
wood. 
Haywood recovered consciousness 
and 
was given medical 
treatment 
Tho m ilitary officials stated that they 
would hold him on a warrant, sworn 
out some timo ago, charging him with 
desecrating the flag. 
Chief of Police 
Armstrong has not yet made a formal 
demand for the surrender of Haywood, 
who is constructively under arrest iu 
Denver on a similar charge.

Innate Passes Bill Qualifying the Fel­ 
low Servant Law. 
Columbus, ()., April 22.—The senate 
passed the Williams bill qualifying 
tho fellow servant law. 
The bill now 
provides that where an employe con­ 
tinues to work with defective ma­ 
chinery with tho knowledge that the 
same is defective, that fact cannot be 
made a defense for 
the 
employee 
w hirr it can be shown that the em­ 
ployer is guilty of failure to obey th" 
penal statute. 
Judgm ents are limited 
to $5,000 for dealh and $3,000 for in 
j jury. It is an administration measure. 
Henlein’s direct inheritance tax hill 
passed the senate by a vote of IS to 
IO. 
The measure imposes a tax of 2 
per cent on any direct inheritance in 
excess of $300. 
The house passed the 
Austin Juvenile court 
bill 
creating: 
such a court in each county. 
The 
judge is to he selected by common 
pleas and probate judges from their 
number. 
Children are to lie isolated 
from adult criminals in jails and tried 
in special court rooms. 
The house also passed Mr. Dunlap's 
bill to license dealers in commercial 
feed, fee $25, payable to the secretary 
of state, and to have an analysis made 
by the state board of agriculture print­ 
ed on the package.
